be completed first so that the bank­ 
ing quarters may

present banking room. 
Much of the structural steel for the 
new roof over the entire building has 1 
been placed, and within a short time 
the plasterers will start work on the | 
annex. 
After the roof and a ceiling 
for the new banking quarters are 
placed, a scaffold will be erected under 
the present ceiling and it will be* re­ 
moved.
